Coming events may 
soon prove that the un-American policy pursued 
in Palestine by the United States, for the sole 
purpose of liquidating an obligation by politicians 
to Zionist voters and campaign contributors, was 
without any doubt, the highest form of treason to 
the security of this country and to the welfare 
of its one-hundred and forty million other citi- 
zens.

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quickly tell this important story better than a 
million words. If the population which totals 
more than a billion people in North Africa, the 
Near East, the Middle East and the Far East 
will remain the loyal friends of the United States, 
we are safe. If they become our enemies, we are 
no longer safe. In the future war, which appears 
so inevitable and so imminent, it is doubtful if we 
can emerge the winner if we are denied free 
access: and use of the vitally strategic area ex- 
tending from Morocco on the Atlantic to the 
Philippines in the Pacific. It is improbable that 
we shall emerge the winner unless the immense 
and important natural resources of this area are 
made available to us willingly and generously. 
The effective good-will and the loyal co-operation 
of this enormous resefve of manpower, more than 
one-half of the total population of the world, 
will prove to be the most important factor in 
determining the winner. 


However, there is something equally important 
to be considered at this moment by all American 
mothers and fathers, and by all those who will 
again have to fight in another foreign war. It 
is quite possible that this seemingly inevitable 
and imminent war may be prevented. It is 
reasonable to believe that no power in Europe 
will ever dare to engage the United States in a 
war, if it is known in advance that the nations 
forming the “underbelly” of Europe and Asia will 
enter that war as our allies. Even the most 
powerful nation in Europe is not so blind to 
reality, that it will risk its national existence by 
inviting war with the United States, knowing in 
advance that fighting with us on our side there 
will be the nations forming the “underbelly” of 
Europe and Asia, with a total population of more 
than a billion people. No nation in all the world 
could survive a war, fought at the same time 
against the United States and all the nations of 
North Africa, the Near East, the Middle East 
and the Far East. The simple logic of this in- 
ternational situation is so well understood, and so 
well appreciated by aggressor nations, that none 
will invite national suicide by engaging in a war 
with the United States under such circumstances. 
It is therefore the duty of our government to 
immediately establish, and rigidly maintain, the 
most friendly relationship with all the nations of 
North Africa, Asia Minor and Asia. Only by 
following lhis policy can we make certain that 
war, under existing conditions, can be averted. 


Russia is well aware of the fact that she can- 
not, as she hopes, easily and quickly carry to its 
sucessful conclusion, her plan to dgminate the 
world, if the United States and the nations of 
North Africa, Asia Minor and Asia see eye to 
eye as allies. It must also be as obvious to, 
Russia that the present expansion of communism 
westward in Europe and eastward in Asia, cannot 
be accelerated, with or without the use of force, 
as long as the United States and the nations of 
the “underbelly” of Europe and Asia continue to 
remain allies: This’ has compelled Russia to 
search for a strategy which would quickly and 
irrevocably convert these friendly nations into 
enemies of the United States. Russia’s plan for 
ideological conquest of the world can never 
make progress as long as the United States and 
these nations remain allies. Russia soon dis- 
covered the strategy by which she could accom- 
plish the result so necessary for her purpose. 
This strategy was based upon the ability of 
Russia to succeed in forcing the United States 
to give “all-out“ support for Zionist aggresion in 
Palestine. In this regard it will be recalled that 
it was not Russia which originally sponsored the 
Zionist plan to partition Palestine. Russia al- 
ways managed to keep the United States out 
front in the race to encourage Zionist aggression 
in Palestine. Russia slyly allowed the United 
States to be the one to “use the whip” on the 
smaller states in the United Nations to black- 
jack them into voting for the partition of Pales- 
tine. In all these proceedings in the United 
Nations Russia slyly kept quiet. Russia at that 
time did no more than vote affirmatively to sup- 
port the United States-sponsored Zionist’s Pales- 
tine partition plan. For it the United States was 
then using every questionable form of inter- 
national bribery and blackmail to push it through 
the United Nations General Assembly. The 
United States’ was successful in “delivering” the 
contract which the Zionist high-command had 
demanded from the administration, in return for 
Zionist political support and “other valuable con- 
siderations”. However, this very same act lost for 
the United States the respect, the esteem and the 
confidence of these more than one billion people. 
Their faith in the integrity, the fairness, the 
honesty and the justice of the United States was 
destroyed then and there. 


China, India, Pakistan, Turkey, Afghanistan, 
Iran, Burma, Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, Saudi- 
Arabia, Yemen and the peoples of Morocco, Al- 
gieria, Tunisia, Cyrenica, Libya, Siam and In- 
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donesia, with a total population of two out of 
every three human beings in this world, quickly 
registered the full measure of their contempt to 
this betrayal by the United States. Each one of 
these nations represented in the United Nations, 
in every case voted against this United States- 
sponsored Zionist plan for Palestine partition. 
The representatives of these nations, and these 
peoples saw, with their own eyes, how a sinister 
secret group could force the United States into 
becoming a willing party to an illegal, inhuman, 
unjust and dishonest international adventure. 
They saw. with their own eyes, that under similar 
circumstances, there was no hope for themselves, 
if they should ever be compelled, at some future 
time, to rely upon the integrity of the United 
States. In view of this disgraceful performance 
by the United States in the Palestine situation, 
it is difficult to imagine that these nations would 
ever plunge their people into a destructive war, 
in order to preserve, and impose upon this world 
an ideology which ignores and betrays all human 


rights and interhational justice. They saw with. 


their own eyes, the heritage of their brothers in 
Palestine bartered away in the United Nations 
under the sponsorship of the United States, in 
payment by the administration in Washington of 
its political debts to the Zionists in the United 
States. “Sic gloria transit.” 


Russia had assured United States politicians 
that Russia would vote in the United Nations to 
support the United States-sponsored Zionist plan 
for the partition of Palestine. The support by 
Russia, and her five “Charlie McCarthy” satellite 
states, for this plan, assured the United States 
that it would obtain enough votes in the United 
Nations to insure victory for the vigorous cam- 
paign the United States had conducted there on 
behalf of its Zionist masters. Thus Russia at once 
was rewarded with the most successful outcome 
for the strategy which she had used. The United 
States was held responsible, by nations favorable 
to the Arabs, for the “recommendation” by the 
United Nations General Assembly, of the United 
States-sponsored Zionist plan to partition Pales- 
tine. The Arab world, the Moslem world, and 
all the peoples of Asia arid Africa, as a single 
voice, expressed their resentment to this betray- 
al of the Arabs by the United States. Russia 
thus drove the first nail into the coffin of United 
States and Near, Middle and Far East solidarity. 
Since that mournful day, Russia has left no stone 
unturned to instigate and incite the United States 
into giving increasingly active and substantial 
support to Zionist aggression in Palestine. Rus- 
sia will never rest satisfied until every nation in 
North Africa, the Near East, Middle East, and 
Far East come to regard the United States as 
their common enemy. By the use of brilliant 
and effective international strategy, inside and 
outside of the United Nations, Russia is increas- 
ingly forcing the United States to earn the hatred 
and the enmity which these more than a billion 
people are now developing toward the United 
States. 


By the use of great cunning and generalship 
in the Palestine situation, Russia will shortly 
drive the last nail into the coffin of the centuries- 
long friendship between the peoples of the United 
States and the peoples of North Africa, Asia 
Minor and Asia. When the day arrives that 
Russia can be sure that this is an accomplished 
fact, Russia, without any loss of time, will extend 
her control and influence westward in Europe 
and eastward in Asia, without fear or hesitation 
regarding the attitude of the United States. Rus- 
sia can feel perfectly free to move in any way 
she desires, in any part of the world, when the 
United States can no loner regard as her allies, 
and depend upon, the nations which form the 
“underbelly” of Europe and Asia. In the very 
recent past Russia has capably demonstrated how 
well, and how often, she can turn international 
somersaults when it serves her purpose. It would 
not surprise many highly-placed persons to see 
Russia soon take the place of the United States, 
politically and economically, in North Africa, 
Asia Minor and Asia. When that has happened, 
all Europe and Asia will fall into the lap of 
Russia like a plum. There can be no other logical 
consequence after Russia has secured for herself, 
by the political acumen demonstrated in the Pal- 
estine situation, economic control of the immense 
and important natural and human resources of 
those continents. Russia will then have available 
unlimited reserves of oil, rubber, tin, copper, and 
other vital raw materials, all of which Russia now 
lacks. It will not be long thereafter before Rus- 
sia will dominate the entire world. 


Of what crime against international justice and 
human rights is the United States guilty, to de- 
serve this form of malignant enmity from these 
long-friendly peoples? The evidence of our 
guilt is abundant. Our ill-advised administration 
in Washington obligated the United States to

use its prestige, its resources and its tremendous 


international political power, as an ally of the 


Zionists, to purloin from the innocent, — ; 


less and law-abiding Arabs in Palestine, the 
homeland for the past thirteen centuries. Every 
American worthy of that name, to the last man, 


. would be proud to die fighting in the defense 


of his homeland, against the very kind of aggress- 
sion in Palestine which our own government is 


, how engaged in aiding and abetting. 


In 1918 the population of Palestine consisted 
of 93 per cent native Arabs and 7 per cent native 
Jews. (The native Jews at that time had nearly 
all been. natives in Palestine for countless cen- 
turies.) At about this time, a secrét arrangement 
was entered into in London, between the British 
Government, and the representatives of the Jews 
then inhabitants of Russia. Its terms obligated 
the British to transplant these Jews from Russia 
into #alestine. The Arabs in Palestine were 
never consulted regarding this proposed mass 
migration of millions of Jews into their country 
from Russia. To carry out this conspiracy with 
the Jews, the British installed an army of one- 
hundred thousand soldiers in Palestine to over- 
power any resistance by the native Palestinian 
Arabs. The independence of Palestine had been 
eres to the Arabs, by the British, in 1915. 

he League of Nations, in 1919, also recognized 
the independence of the Palestenian Arabs, in 
Article 22, of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, In 1921, the British were duly appointed 
by the League of Nations as the trustee for 
Palestine, to “give administrative aid and assist- 
ance”, temporarily, as clearly stated in the League 
of Nations Covenant creating the trusteeship, 
until self-government could be organized by the 
Arabs in Palestine. Instead of carrying out its 
obligations t6 the people of Palestine, the British 
proceeded, during the twenty-five years since 
that time, to force into Palestine against the ve- 
hement opposition, and continuing protests, of the 
native Arab population, more than six-hundred 
thousand Jews, almost exclusively from Russia, 
Poland, Lithuania, Galicia, Rumania and other 
countries of eastern Europe. The British em- 
ployed their army of 100,000 soldiers in Palestine 
to force these six hundred thousand Jews into 
Palestine, despite the continuing Arab .remon- 
strances that, as a nation, they possessed the ex- 
clusive and inalienable right to control immigra- 
tion into their homeland. Pursuant to the 
conspiracy between the British and the Jews, the 
British planned not to withdraw her army from 
Palestine, nor to allow the people of Palestine to 
govern themselves, until the British had forced 
into Palestine so many additional Jews that the 
total of these immigrant Jews would outnumber 
the native Palestinian Arabs in voting strength, 
for the elections which were to be held some day. 
By this most illegal method, the British would 
have succeeded in purloining Palestine from its 
rightful Arab owners, and converting it into a. 
state controlled by and for the immigrant Jews, 


The trouble in Palestine today is all due to 
this brazen attempt by the British, to rob the 
Arabs in Palestine of their internationally recog- 
nized right to live as a free nation, and to exist 
as an independent sovereign state. For selfish, 
strategic,both political and economic,international 
considerations, the British had entered into this 
conspiracy with the Jews for converting Palestine 
into a pro-British, non-Arab, and sovereign state 
for Jews. The Arabs were to be reduced, by this 
conspiracy, to the status of a political and eco- 
nomic minority in the country which had been 
their homeland for more than one-thousand 
three-hundred years. During this long period 
the Arabs had owned, occupied, cultivated and 
governed their homeland. The Arabs resisted 
this contemptible conspiracy between the British 
and the Jews with all their vigor and with the 
very limited means of defense at their disposal. 


: But the British,in recent years,found themselves 
in Palestine in the position of a nut in a nut- 
cracker. In London, the important Jews, politi- 
cally and financially, were putting great pressure 
upon the British government to deliver Palestine 
to the Jews. - The Arabs, in Palestine, at the same 
time were demanding that the British leave the 
country, and turn Palestine back to them in keep- 
ing with their obligations under the trusteeship 
agreement. The Arabs were also demandit 

that the British at once cease forcing addition 

quantities of immigrant Jews into Palestine. The 
British, however, continued to violate their obli- 
gations and to ignore their responsibilities to the 
Arabs in Palestine. Recent events compelled the 
British to admit that they could proceed no longer 
with their betrayal of the Arabs. The British were 
compelled then to seek elsewhere for a solution 
of the problem which they had created for them- 
selves in Palestine. And this they did quickly. 


As soon as the British made public that they 
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intended to abandon their conspiracy with the 
_ Jews for their conquest of Palestine, the Jews 


went bezerk. The Jews-in Palestine since that 


moment have waged such relentless guerilla war- 
fare against the terror-stricken British, that the 
British made a quick decision to pull out- of 
’ Palestine quickly and completely. The British 
however, lacked the character, or the courage, or 
both, to transfer the administration ther .*)m 
the existing British “Administration of Pales- 
tine”, to a legal < -‘estenian “Government of 


Palestine”, as the British were required to do by ' 


the terms of the League of Nations trusteeship 
agreement. It planned for rule by natives in 
Palestine. Instead of doing so, the British “‘pas- 
sed the buck” to the United Nations and invited 
the United Nations to “recommend a future 
form of government for Palestine.” This step by 
the British was treason to their trust. The Brit- 
ish chose in this manner to risk dishonoring 
themselves, by violating their international re- 
sponsibilities rather than to expose themselves to 
political and economic reprisals by world-wide 
frustrated, fanatic Jews. The British, during the 
thirty years they had been in Palestine, had al- 
ready enjoyed a taste of the tremendous power 
and influence of world-Jewry. The British today 
fear the wrath of world-Jewry more than any 
other force on the face of this earth. 


it is a fact that has been well aired in our 
Congress, that high-ranking Jews in political, 
financial and commercial circles in the United 
States have exerted powerful pressure ipon the 
highest elected and appointed officials in our 

overnment, to force the delegation of the United 

tates, in the U. N., to compel many unwilling 
nations to vote,“under the whip”,for the Palestine 
partition plan worked out by the Zionist high 
command, The ‘enormity and the implications 
of this shocking scandal caused the Hon. Law- 
rence H. Smith to state in Congress on Decem- 
ber 18, 1947 as follows: 


‘When the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress convenes I propose to offer a reso- 
lution which would authorize a full and 
complete investigation of the acts of public 
officials and private citizens in this lobby 
for the partition of Palestine. The Congress 
of the United States is charged with knowl- 
edge that a considerable lobby exerted pres- 
sure. If the United Nations Security Council 
attempts to implement this partition decree 
a war of annihilation will result.” 


The Honorable Ed Gossett, of Texas, one of 
the outstanding members of Congress, had the 
following to say regarding the day upon which 
our top officials in Washington issued instruc- 
tions, to our delegates in the United Nations, that 
they must secure enough votes, under any cir- 
cumstances, to insure favorable action by the 
the United Nations for the Zionist’s Palestine 
partition plan. It is well known that the admin- 
istration in Washington gave its pledge, to the 
Zionist leaders in New York City, to surely 
“deliver’ enough votes to them. About this, Con- 
gressman Gossett made this direct statement; 


“Saturday was one of the blackest days in 
American history. America is responsible for 
the partition of Palestine and the creation of 
a sovereign Jewish State. She has ‘perhaps 
planted the seeds for World War III”. 


Let us call a spade a spade. The United States 
is now giving its official support to the armed 
insurrection in Palestine by a minority of the 
population there. This minority consists of the 
imigrant Jews in Palestine who were transplant- 
ed there, during the past thirty years, from count- 
tries in eastern Europe, by the British. They were 
only able to enter the country, against the violent 
opposition of the native Arab population, with 
the protective assistance of the one-hundred 
thousand soldiers stationed in Palestine by the 
British for that purpose. This armed insurrec- 
tionist minority is made up of the identical im- 
migrant Jews who left their homeland in Europe 
to seek security and opportunity in Palestine. 
This armed insurrectionist minority now de- 
mands that more than one-half of Palestine shall 
be amputated, and, with force if needs be, made a 
nationalist, independent, sovereign state for Jews. 
At this moment, the United States is pouring 
hundreds of millions of dollars into China, 
Greece, Korea, and Germany, to prevent the 
partition of these countries by armed in- 
surrectionist minorities. The United States 
follows this foreign policy in keeping with 
its traditions, or with its obligations as 


a member of United Nations, or both. In these

The strategic importance in the United States 
elections, of those votes controlled by the Zionist 
high-command, and the tremendous campaign 
contributions extracted frem Zionist partisans, 
for the political party, and for candidates who 
are willing to follow Zionist “suggestions”, re- 
quires an explanation. The Zionist controlled vote 
in the U. S. is the balance of power. It decides 
Republican or Democratic victory in the national 
elections. That vote swings the elections in the 
most important five states. The Zionist partisan 
vote in New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Mas- 
sachusetts and California is the factor which de- 
termines whether the 151 electoral votes shall 
be cast for the Republican or the Democratic 
candidate for President. These 151 electoral 
votes are 35 per cent of the total 432 electoral 
votes for the entire forty-eight states. The 151 
electoral votes, which the Zionists can “deliver” 
to a presidential candidate, will determine who is 
to be the President of the United States. This 
simple fact will explain why all candidates who 
wish to remain in the White House, or who wish 
to move into the White House, must come to an 
understanding with the Zionist high-command. 


The Zionists spend untold millions to elect the 
candidates, to all offices, who take orders from 
them and do their bidding. The Zionists spend 
untold millions to punish the candidates who 
prefer instead to serve the interests and the wel- 
fare of all the people of the United States. One 
case may be sufficient to illustrate this serious 
situation. Senator Revercomb of West Virginia 
was recently responsible for the passage in Con- 
gress of an immigration law which will permit 
the entry of an additional 200.000 persons dis- 
placed from their homes in Europe by the war. 
Of the 800,000 persons in these displaced persons 
camps, only 200,000 are Jews and 600,000 are 
Christians. But of the 200,000 Jews, 185,000 left 
their homes in communist-controlled countries 
behind the iron curtain-only after the termination 
of the-war. These reached the displaced-persons 
camps with the assistance of the American-fi- 
nanced “underground railroad”. Senator Rever- 
comb was instructed by the Zionist lobby in 
Washington to alter the terms of this immigra- 
tion law in order to make it possible for these 
ineligible Jews to enter the United States under 
this. new legislation. In justice to the original 
purpose for which this immigration law was in- 
tended, Senator Rivercomb refused to comply 
with the instructions of the Zionist lobby. As a 
consequence, Senator Revercomb has now been 
branded as an “anti-Semite” by the Zionist par- 
tisans. The Zionist high-command is now con- 
centrating its forces in West Virginia upon the 
election of the candidate for United States Senate 
running against Sen. Revercomb for reelection to 
United States Senate on the Republican ticket. 
The extract from a letter recently received from 
West Virginia describes the Zionist pressure to 
defeat Senator Revercomb for reelection. The 
writer of this letter is one of the leading indus- 
trialists of the country whose home and interests 
are situated in West Virginia. It would there- 
fore expose him to reprisal if his name were made 
public. In his letter he states: 


“The New York Zionists are making a fight 
against Senator Revercomb in West Virginia 
because of his position on the immigration 
question. 


His opponent is considered to be a splendid 
tool of labor Zionist socialist movement and 
the New York Zionists have claimed they 
will spend $100,000 against Revercomb in 
West Virginia and Mr. Dewey is afraid to 
come into West Virginia to speak for him.” 


The perverted concept of justice and equity at 
present being displayed by our government’s 
officials in the Palestine situation is nothing less 
than depraved. Our nation’s leaders are acting 
as if they believed that the thief who steals an 
automobile becomes its rightful and legal owner 
when he “proclaims” that he is using the stolen 
automobile as a taxi-cab, and that the thief should 
be provided with protection by the police to pre- 
vent any interference by the rightful and legal 
owner with the profitable operation of the stolen 
automobile by the thief. That is the policy the 
United States is employing and advocating in the 
Palestine situation., The immigrant Jews, who 
forced their way into Palestine only with the 
assistance of an army of 100,000 British soldiers, 
are now seeking to steal a large part of Palestine 
from its rightful and legal owners, and to “pro- 
claim” it as their sovereign state. The thieves 
are now demanding the protection of the armed 
forces of the world in order that they may enjoy 
the profitable employment of their stolen terri- 
tory in security and safety without interference 
from the rightful and legal owners. It is difficult 
to believe that true American citizens will for 
long permit the Zionist-controlled politicians to 
continue to degrade the good-name of the United 





States by the dishonorable use of its incontesti- 
ble international influence, to force this un-Ameri- 
can crime against international justice and. hu- 
man rights down the throats of the innocent, | 
defenseless and peaceful law-abiding Arabs. 


It can do no harm at all if the President of the- 
United States skips the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Preamble to the Constitution of the 
United States, the Monroe Doctrine, Presfdent 
Wilson’s Fourteen Points and the Atlantic Char- 
ter. Let him only refresh his recollection about 
what he himself recently stated as the foreign 
policy of the United States. President Truman, 
in 1947, in his “Message of the President of the 
United States on the State of the Union”, de- 
clared to Congress the foreign policy of this 
government in no uncertain language. President 
Truman stated; , 


“We shall approve no territorial changes 
in any friendly part of the world unless they 
accord with the freely expressed wishes of 
the people concerned. We believe in the 
eventual return of sovereign rights and self- 
government to all peoples who have been 
deprived of them by force. We believe that 
all peoples who are prepared for self-govern- 
ment should be permitted to choose their 
own form of government by their own freely 
expressed choice, without interference from 
any foreign source. That is true in Europe, 
in Asia, in Africa, as well as in the western 
hemisphere. We shall refuse to recognize 
any government imposed upon any nation by 
the force of any foreign power. THAT IS 

OUR FOREIGN POLICY.” 

But the foreign policy of the United States 
today in the Palestine situation is in complete 
contradiction to what President Truman stated 
in 1947. 

Another convincing illustration of the ex- 
tent of Zionist control over our foreign policy 
occurred on September 23, 1948, in Paris, when 
Secretary of State Marshall addressed the meet- 
ting there of the United Nations General Assem- 
bly. Secretary*of State Marshall “warned”, using 
his own words, the delegates of the fifty-two 
nations assembled there as follows; 


“We (United States) will not compromise 
essential principles. We will under no cir- 
cumstances barter away the rights and free- 
doms of other peoples”. 


Almost in the very same breath, Secretary of 


- State Marshall also stated that it was the desire 


of the United States, that the territory in Pales- 
tine, which the Jews were attempting to steal 
from its rightful and legal owners by means of 


a U.S.A.-financed armed insurrection, and to 


“proclaim” as their sovereign state, should now 
be admitted into the United Nations as one of 
its legally created, respected member nations, 


But, contrary to all justice and equity, 
our administration in Washington still feels it cam 
be generous to its Zionist supporters, with terri- 
tory seven-thousand miles away belonging to 
somebody else, as the “valuable consideration” 
for the political support of the Zionist vote on 
election day, and “other valuable considerations”. 


In the year 1915, at the time when the British, 
and her allies, were suffering crushing defeat by 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey in the 
first World War, the British soon came to the 
conclusion that victory against Germany was not 
possible unless the Arabs could be induced to 
enter the war on the side of the British. History 
has since then confirmed the fact that this parti- 
cipation by the Arabs made victory a certainty, 
and far less costly in the expenditure of human 
lives and ‘material wealth. In 1915 the Arab 
nations were a self-governing state within the 
Turkish Enjpire, and had been for about four- 
hundred years. As an ally of Germany, the 
Turkish Empire was at war with the British. 
But the Arabs had been planning for many years 
to withdraw from the Turkish Empire. The 
British knew of this and, proceeded to capitalize 
upon this Arab aspiration to shift, Arab military 
support ffom Turkey to herself. Pursuant to thig 
plan, the British in 1915 promised the Arabs that 
if they would abandon Turkey, and enter the war 
against Germany as an ally of the British, that the 
British would agree to unconditionally recognize 
Arab independence after the defeat of Germany. 
The following are a few of the many official as- 
surances made by the British to the Arabs; 


“We confirm to you the terms of Lord 
Kitchener’s message in which it was stated 
clearly our desire for the independence of 
Arabia and its inhabitants—the sympathy of 











Great Britain towards the aspirations of her 
friends the Arabs—freeing of the Arab 
peoples from the Turkish yoke. The Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, as I have already 
informed you, are ready to give you all guar- 
antees of assistance and support within their 
power to the Arab Kingdom. I am further 
directed by the Government of Great Britain 
to inform you that you may rest assured that 

Great Britain has no intention of concluding 

any peace in terms of which the freedom of 

the Arab peoples from German and Turkish 
domination does not form and essential con- 
dition.” 

During the 1914, 1915 and 1916 years of the 
first World War, the Jews throught the world, 
and particularly in Russia, were generally pro- 
German. World-Jewry did not desire to support 
the war against Germany then because Russia 
was one of the allied countries fighting Germany. 
World-Jewry hesitated to give its assistance to 
win the war against Germany because it would 
strengthen Russia. The tension between world- 
‘Jewry and the Czarist Russian government was 
greatly strained owing to the treatment of the 
Jews in Russia by the Czarist governments for a 
long period of time. In a desperate attempt to 
shift the support of world-Jewry from Germany 
to the Allies, the British did not hesitate to 
knowingly and willingly double-cross the Arabs. 
As the price for stopping support of world-Jewry 
for Germany, and gaining the support of world- 
Jewry for the British and her allies, the represen- 
tatives or world-Jewry meeting, in London, de- 
manded that the British agree to make Palestine a 
nationalist sovereign state for Jews after the war. 
Remembering their agreement with the Arabs, 
the British at first refused. Owing to the emer- 
gency, the British were forced to agree to an 
ambiguous understanding. This mutually mis- 
leading understanding was then put into writing. 
The entire understanding is set forth in a letter 
dated November 2, 1917, more than two years 
after the 1915 agreement between the British 
and the Arabs. The Arabs were neither con- 
sulted nor informed about this secret understand- 
ing. The understanding, is a ‘letter to Lord 
Rothschild, the top-ranking Zionist in the world 
at that time, from Arthur Balfour, who signed 
the letter for the British government as a mem- 
ber of the British Cabinet at the time. The 
Zionists have made that letter famous under the 
name of the “Balfour Declaration”, but they had 
mever given the contents any publicity. The 
Zionists have claimed for the past thirty years 
that the “Balfour Declaration” was a legal and 
valid agreement by which the British gave Pales- 
tine to the Jews to become their national sove- 
reign state after the war. The British have de- 
nied that it was so intended. The letter itself 
will confirm the fraudulant nature of the Zionist’s 
interpretation of this letter. Only a criminal or 
a lunatic can claim that its contents establish a 
legal or moral right for the invasion and con- 
quest of Palestine, from the Arabs. This is the 
famous letter; advertised by the Zionists as the 
“Balfour Declaration” ; 


Foreign Office, Nov. 2, 1917 
Dear Lord Rothschild, 


I have much pleasure in conveying to you, 
on behalf of His Majesty’s Government, the 
following declaration of sympathy with Jew- 
ish Zionist aspirations which have been sub- 
mitted to, and approved ‘by, the Cabinet. 


“His Majesty’s Government view with favor 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for Jewish people, and will use their 
best endeavors to facilitate the achievement 
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of this object, IT BEING CLEARLY UN- 
DERSTOOD THAT NOTHING SHALL 
BE DONE WHICH MAY PREJUDICE 
THE CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS RIGHTS 
OF THE EXISTING NON-JEWISH 
COMMUNITIES IN PALESTINE, or the 
rights and political status enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country.” 


I should be grateful if you would bring 
this declartion to the knowledge of the 


Zionist Federation. Yours, _ 
(signed) Arthur Balfour. 


In the year 1921, at the time the League of 
Nations was created, the fifty-two leading na- 
tions of the world who created it, including the 
British, in Article 22, of the League of Nations 
Covenant, its constitution, unequivocally and un- 
conditionally confirmed their recognition of the 
indepedence of Palestine, and of the other Arab 
nations, in the folowing terms; 


“Certain communities formerly belonging to 
the Turkish Empire, have reached a stage of 
development where their existence as inde- 
pendent nations can be provisionally recog- 
nized, subject to the rendering of administra- 
tive advice and assistahce by a Mandatory 
(Trustee) until such time as they are able to 
stand alone.” 


The League of Nations thereafter entered into 
a written trusteeship agreement with the British 
based upon Article 22, quoted above. Under the 
terms of this trusteeship agreement the British 
were given the temporary administration of 
Palestine. In simple language, this trusteeship 
agreement was an employment contract by 
which the League of Nations hired the British 
to act for a short while as administrator in Pal- 
estine. The very first paragraph of that trustee- 
ship agreement again confirms the temporary 
character of the British administration of Pales- 
time, and the international recognition of the in- 
dependence of Palestine by the a. nations 
in the League of Nations. The Zionists, have 
also given much publicity during the past twenty- 
five years to this trusteeship agreement, known 
as the “Mandate for Palestine.” The Zionists 
have claimed that the “Mandate for Palestine” 
established the right of unlimited immigration of 
Jews into Palestine and the right to turn Pales- 
tne into a nationalist sovereign state for Jews. 
The falsity of this Zionist claim is demonstrated 
by the opening paragraph of the “Mandate for 
Palestine”. That opening paragraph affirms that 
the reason for this temporary British administra- 
tion was to carry out the purpose of the League 
of Nations Covenant,Article 22,quoted above. The 
primary responsibility of the temporary British 
trustee, administering in Palestine, is clearly de- 
termined by the first paragraph, which reads; 


“Whereas the Principle Allied Powers have 
agreed, FOR THE PURPOSE OF GIVING 
EFFECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE COVENANT OF THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS, (see quotation of Article 22 in 
previous paragraph), to entrust to a Manda- 
tory (Trustee), selected by the Powers, the 
administration of THE TERRITORY OF 
PALESTINE.”’ 


For the past twenty-five years the Zionists 
have been justifying their invasion and conquest 
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of Palestine upon their rights under the “Balfour. - e 


Declaration” and the “Mandate for Palestine.” 


The illegal, fraudulent and misleading nature of 


these Zionists claims have recently been 
to the world for the first time. This disclosure 
of the truth forced the Zionists to seek a more 


legitimate basis for their invasion and conquest 


of Palestine. Their cunning conceived the con- 
spiracy to prostitute the United Nations for their 
purpose. Accordingly, the Zionist high-command 
inaugurated a policy of brutal terrorist atrocities 
and inhuman guerilla warfare against the British 
in Palestine. This uncivilized, barbaric and out- 
rageous terrorism soon forced the British to ap- 
peal to the United Nations. This was exactly 
what the Zionist high-command had sought. The 
British only asked United Nations that it “recom- 
mend a future form of government for Palestine”. 
Thereupon the international Zionists at the high- 
est levels conspired with the dishonest repre- 
sentatives of enough corrupt governments to make 
the General Assembly of United Nations ask of 
its members, “to adopt”,.but only if they so 
desired, as their official policy in the Pal- 
estine situation, the Zionist’s partition plan for 
Palestine, as the “future form of government for 
Palestine”. 


The approval by the United Nations of the 
Zionist’s plan for Palestine partition, on Novem- 
ber 29th, 1947, was the result of Zionist pressure 
on the United States to “use the whip” on nations 
financially dependent upon the United States for 
their survival. The recommendation of the Zion- 
ist’s Palestine partition plan was advertised by 
the Zionists as a “decision” of United Nations. 
Unlimited Zionist millions were devoted to ad- 
vertising this untruth about the United Nations’ 
so-called “decision”. From subsized church 
pulpits, over controlled radio broadcasting chains, 
in newspapers ruled by Zionist advertisers and 
wherever their power extended, the Zionists ask- 
ed the world to believe that United Nations had 
the authority to force the Arabs to accept Pales- 
tine partition as a legal international decree. But 
that is completely contraty to the facts. 


The nations which created United Nations, con- 
ferred upon it only three limited powers; firstly, 
to maintain INTERNATIONAL peace by sup- 
pressing INTERNATIONAL gression; and 
secondly, to demand INTERNATIONAL re- 
spect for the right of nations to determine for 
themselves their own form of government; and 
thirdly, to solve international humanitarian 
problems by international cooperation. The 
creators of United Nations specifically provided 
that United Nations cannot interfere in the 
DOMESTIC affairs of any nation. The armed 
insurrection in Palestine by a revolutionist min- 
ority of immigrant Jews is a DOMESTIC af- 
fair. There are also at the present time armed 
insurrections by revolutionist minorities of na- 
tives in China, Greece, Siam, Burma and Guate- 
mala. The United Nations is taking no action 
to partition these countries. Some day an armed 
insurrection by a revolutionist niinority group 
may occur-in the United States. Would the 
loyal population consent to the partition of the 
United States by the United Nations as a means 
of putting an end to the fighting? Partition of 
a nation to stop the warfare forced upon it 
by an armed insurrection, is to actually invite 
revolutions by minorities. If the United Nations 
recognizes the right of minority groups, within 
existing nations, to “proclaim” themselves inde- 
pendent sovereign states by the means of armed 
insurrection, and United Nations partitions a 
nation to preserve peace, hell will be let loose on 
this earth. In the mean time, this country cannot 
endanger its security by supporting such a policy 
in Palestine. If we do, we may be inviting war 
—and what is worse, we may be inviting defeat! 
f feat.
